FRANCE WILL BAR

Briand Insists on Submarines 
and Cruisers for Defense—

BOTH VESSELS DAMAGED 


Ward Liner Drops Anchor and Old 
Dominion Ship Goes to Pler— : 
No Penson Injured. 


While running slowly through the 
thick snowstorm the Old Dominion 
liner Hamilton, incoming from Norfolk, 
crashed into the Ward liner Mexico off 
the south end of Governors Island at 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. The Mex- 
ico was outbound for Vera Cruz, Tam- 
pico and Havana. Both vessels carried 
passengers, but, fortunately, both were 
literally feeling their way through 
weather so thick that it was impossible 
to see a hundred feet beyond the bows. 
The damage to both vessels was above 
the waterline and the Hamilton con- 
tinued immediately to her North River 
pier. The Mexico anchored off Liberty 
Island and there awaited clearing and 
an inspection of her damage. 

The first news of the accident came 
by radio to the Ward Line and simply 
announced that the Mexico had been in 
collision, that no one had been hurt and 
the damage not alarming. This was fol- 
lowed by a similar report from Captain 
Peter Nelson of the Hamilton. 

The Mexico left the Ward Line pler 
about 3 P. M. She had on board seven- 
ty-five cabin passengers and seventy- 
five Chinese in her third class, bound 
for Mexico. As soon as word was re- 


ceived that the Mexico had anchored in 
the upper bay a tug was dispatched to

The Hamilton left Norfolk on Wednes- 
day with sixty passengers and a gen- 
eral cargo, including much _ perishable 
freight. Captain Nelson said that he 
ran into thick weather off Barnegat 
early yesterday morning and that from 
that time he had proceeded at reduced 
speed and with his whistle sounding a 
warning at intervals. 

The Hamilton was off Governors Is- 
land when it of the blinding snow 
loomed the Mexico off his starboard 
bow. His hand dropped to the bridge 
signal and on the instant he rang full 
speed astern. The Hamilton's engines 
reversed with a shock that sent a tremor 
through the vessel. 

On the Mexico precisely the same 
thing had happened and both steamships 
were checked at almost the same in- 
stant. The Hamilton, however, wes 
caught by the flood tide, and although 
her engines were racing in reverse she 
was swept forward and her bow caught 
the port side of the Mexico and scraped 
along until it caught and tore and 
buckled her plates. Then both fell apart 
and drifted off in the fog. Captain Nel- 
son, assured that the damage to his own 
vessel was above the water line, made 
sure that the Mexico was in no danger 
and he proceeded without assistance to 
his pier. 

There had been no excitement among 
the passengers, he said, and no one had 
been hurt. The upper part of the Ham- 
ilton’s bow was crumpled and her plates 
loosened for several feet on each side. 

At 5 o'clock the Ward Line received a 
wireless from the Mexico saying ‘‘Every- 
body comfortable and happy.’’ Captain 
Oakes reported that the steel plates on 
the port side of the Mexico above the 
main deck had been torn away for a 
distance back of forty feet, as the steel 
frames were bent and twisted. All dam- 
age was above the water line, however. 

Officials of the Ward Line stated that 
the vesse] would remain at her moorings 
off Bedlow’s Island for the night and at 
6 A. M. today would be brought to the 
pier at the foot of Wall Street on slack 
tide, where an examination and survey 
would be made. 

The 100 passengers will probably be 
transferred. ‘Those bound for Havana 
will sail on the Siboney, which leaves 
New York on Saturday, while those 
bound for Mexican ports will receive 
passage on the Monterey, which sails 
next Thursday.

RUSSIAN COMMUNISTS 
ABOLISH SANTA CLAUS 


Launch a Systematic Program 
Directed Against Observance of 
All Religious Holidays.

MOSCOW, Dec. 14.—Having abolished | 
the myth of the stork some time ago, | 
Communist leaders and teachers today | 
began a systematic program to ruin the 
reputation of Santa Claus. Throughout | 
Russia this Christmastide a ‘‘ battle 
against all religious holiday-making ”’ 
has been begun, being sponsored by 
such men as M. Stananoff, a leading 
anti-religious writer, and groups like 
the Central Committee of the Comun- 
ists’ Union and the League of Com-| 
munist Youths. 

The efforts to abolish Santa Claus 
will be followed by a campaign against 
the religious significance of Easter, 
Yom Kippur and all Christian, Jewish 
and other holidays. 

The Communists’ Union platform also 
calls for the abolition of angels from 
Christmas decorations. 

‘“‘ Angels are symbols used to enslave 
the child’s mind,’’ says the protocol, 
which asserts that holidays leave a 
psychologically bad impression on chil- 
dren due to decorations and legends of 
“decadent religions.’’ “To counteract 
this a program of music, theatricals 
and anti-religious speaking is suggested. 
Instead of figures of religious plays, 
it is suggested that political satires be 
shown the children. 

It is planned to take over the Moscow 
theatres on Christmas Eve, when the 
children will be treated with satires on 
the Lausanne conference, the Kerensky 
régime and bourgeois life abroad. 

This project of an anti-religious holi- 
day has been taken up on a grand scale 
by the League of Communist Youths, 
which now supports the Red Navy, and 
is being trained to inherit the Commun- 
ist Government.

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MYSTERIOUS WOMAN 
IN AT BRUNEN DEATH 


Neighbor Testifies She Saw 
Two Talking on Porch as 
Man Ran for Coupe. 


SAYS MOHR BROUGHT CASH 


Mrs. Powell Tells of Several Trans- 
actions Between Husabnd and 
Mrs. Brunen’s Brother. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MOUNT HOLLY, N. J., Dec. 14.—The 
prosecution sprang a surprise in the 
Brunen murder trial here today when a 
Woman witness testified that within a 
few minutes after ‘‘ Honest John” 
Brunen, circus owner, was shot and 
killed by Charles M, Powell in Brunen's 
home at Riverside on the evening of 
March 10 last, she saw a woman, wear- 
ing an expensive coat with a fur collar, 
in earnest conversation with another 
woman on the front porch of the Brunen 
home. 

Mrs. Mary Bauer, the witness, also 
swore that just before she saw the 
Women On the porch she noticed a man 
running toward a Ford coupé at the 
Cambridge railroad station, a short dis- 
tance from the Brunen home. A man 
in the coupé opened the door for the 


fleeing man, she said, and then the car 
backe into a narrow road, turned 


around and started at high speed in the | 


direction of Camden, where Powell 
lived. 
Mrs. Bauer, who lives near the rall- 


road station, was one of the thirty wit- 


nesses called by the State during the! 


day. She fixed the time she saw the 


man enter the coupé and the women on | 


the porch as a few minutes before 7:30 
o'clock that evening. Powell testified 
that he shot Brunen through the kitchen 
window of the house at about that time 
and that he ran to the station, where 
Harry C. Mohr, brother-in-law cf 
‘* Honest John,’ was waiting to drive 
him to Camden. 


Mohr and his sister, Mrs. Doris Mohr} 


Brunen, widow of the slain circus owner, 
are on trial on a first degree murder 
charge in connection with the killing. 
Powell, who confessed the murder on the 
witness stand on Tuesday, was jointly 
indicted with them, but his trial was put 
off because the prosecution wanted to 
use him as the principal witness against 
Mrs. Brunen and her brother. 


Was Hurrying to Church. 
Mrs. Bauer said she fixed the time be-

house when Powell shot Brunen. He 
ndded that detectives under County De- 
tective Bilis Parker had been seeking 
the suspected woman for a month and 
were unable to obtain any information 
of her whereabouts. Peacock addedu 
/that the suspected woman was a@ close 
relative of the accused pair. 


Saw a Man Running. 





at about 7:25 o’eclock that night,’”’ said 
Mrs. Bauer, ‘‘ when I saw a man run-| 
ning along the railroad track to the} 
station. He was coming from the direc- 
ltion of the Brunen home. It was rain- 


ing and I carried an umbrella over my 
head. The man kept running until he 
was about fifteen feet from me. Just 
then I saw an automobile come toward 
the station from the little road near by. 

“The man who was running turned 
toward the car as he got about oppo- 
site me and I saw a man in the car 
open the door and the other man got 
in. The man who got in was small, and 
he appeared to be not so thin. After 
he slammed the door the other man 
backed the car into the road and turned 
it south in the direction of Camden. 
Just before this the man in the car said 
something to the other man, but I did 
not hear what it was. 

‘‘Then I started toward the church, 
which {gs around the corner from the 
Brunen home. It was only a few min- 
utes before I reached the Brunen home 
and then I saw two women standing 
on the front porch. One ‘woman was 
fully dressed and appeared to be about 
to leave the house. She stood a little 
bit out on the porch from the other 
woman, who was standing in the door- 
way. 

‘The woman in the doorway was stout 
and wore a ilght dress, just like a house 
dress. The other woman wore dark 
clothes and she had a fur plece around 
her neck which she seemed to be but- 
toning.”’ 


Tells of Money Passed. 


The next most important witness called 
by the State was Mrs. Marie Powell, 
wife of the confessed slayer of the circus 
owner. She told of frequent visits to 
her home by Mohr, after the latter, who 
was manager for Brunen, induced her 
husband to come to Camden from 
Wilkes-Barre, where Powell was con- 


<a prize contests at bazaars, She 
said she frequently saw Mohr give her 
band money. 

Mrs. Powell, who is about 22 years old, 
said she was married about two years 
ago and was the mother of two chil- 
dren, Charlotte, sixteen months, and an 
infant born two months ago while her 
husband was locked up on the murder 
charge in the jail here. She said the 
arrest of her husband left her destitute. 


Describes Mohr’s Visits. 


Mrs. Powell said she first saw Mohr 
when he called at their home in Wilkes- 
Barre to see her husband in May, 1921. 
She said Mohr arrived at about 1 o’clock 


in the morning. Mohr came to her 
house several times later, she sald, and 
it was her understanding that Mohr was 
to go into business with her husband. 

She said that in the early part of De- 
cember Mohr sent a telegram to her 
husband that he had a good business 
prospect in Camden and urged him to 
= him in the venture. Mohr met them 
n Philadelphia on Deo, 16, she said, 
and took them ta a rooming house in 
Camden, across the Delaware River. 
Mohr, she learned, had paid the rent 
for the apartment they occupied. 

‘Some time after Mrs. Brunen came 
to our apartment,’’ Mrs, Powell ,con- 
tinued, ‘‘and engaged Charley in con- 
versation in the sitting room, I was out 
when she came, but on my return my 
husband introduced me to her, and she 
told me that she came to see the baby, 
I had never seen her. before, but I had 
heard of her. I noticed, however, that 
she never looked at the bay, which w 
lying on a in an adjoining room, 
never heard what it was she said to 
Charley. I thought it was something 
in connection with the business deal in 
which my husband was to engage with 
her brother, Harry C. Mohr. 

‘“‘ Did you ever see Mohr give your hus- 
ene any money?’ Prosecutor Kelsey 
asked. 

“ He was always giving him money,” 
Mrs. Powell replied: “fine first time 
that I saw him give him money was in 
front of the house, when I saw him hand 
a greenback to Charley out of the auto- 
mobile in which Mohr was seated. 
Charley later showed me a $50 bill, 
which he said Mohr gave him. If saw

“On March 11, Mohr came to our 
house at 6:30 o’clock in the morning and 
woke nie up. He asked for Charley, and 
I told him he had gone to the grocer’s. 
He said that Mr. Brunen had been killed 
the night before and he wanted to see 


Charley to tell him to get ready to go 
out with the circus. Mohr said that now 
that Brunen was dead Mohr would have 
plenty to do running the circus for his 
sister. He and Charley then drove away 
in his car. 

‘On the night of the murder I was 
ill in bed,’’ continued Mrs. Powell. 
‘‘Charley said that he was going over 
to an armory in Philadelphia. I don’t 
remember when he came back, because 
I was asleep. On the night of April 6, 
while I was seated in my home, I saw 
two men grab my husband in front of 
the house and put him into an automo- 
bile. I ran down to the street just in 
time to see the car drive away with 
him. 

‘IT thought he was kidnapped, and I 
ran around to Police, Headquarters in 
Camden. I could get no_ information 
about him, and I remained around the 
streets searching for the car for some 
‘time and then went home. I never 
suspecti\d that he was in any way con- 
nected with the killing of Brunen. 

‘*The next morning I decided to go 
out to the Brunen home to ask Mrs. 
Brunen if she could conceive of why my 
husband had been taken away. Mrs. 
Brunen came to the door, nd when I told 
her that I thought Charley had _ been 
kidnaped she said, ‘‘ Hush! I don’t want 
Bessie to hear you say that.”

Says Mohr Gave Her Money. 


* Harry Mohr told me that he thought 
Ellis Parker, the detective, had taken 
my husband away,’’ Mrs. Powell went 
on. ‘** He said that Parker was arrest- 
|ing everyb@f@y in the circus in connec- 
tion with the killing of Brunen. Mohr 
gave me $10 when I told him that I had 
no money for breakfast, and Mrs. Bessie 
| Mohr accompanied me on a trolley car 
back to Camden. I met Mohr several 
days later at the office of Walter C. 
Keown, his lawyer. .I later met him on 
several occasions at the restaurant in 
the ferry house at Camden. 

“On one occasion he met me on the 
day after I had called on my husband 
in the jail here, and he asked me if I 
thought that Charley looked as though 
he was nervous. On another day when 
he met me and gave me money he said 
he wanted me to convey a message to 
Charley in the jail. He told me tg tell 
Charley to mention the name of a Ma- 
sonic lodge; I can't recall the name of 
the lodge now.”’ 

‘“‘ How much money did Mohr give you 
after your husband’s arrest? ’’ 

‘He gave me$90,""

I told him that my husband 
was home. I believed he was, because I 
went to bed early that night. My hus- 
band went to the Post Office for a letter 
from my mother some time before 7:30 


lthat evening. I thought he returned to 


the house at about 7:30, but I didn’t 
see the clock. I made a statement to 





Mr. Parker at first that my husband 
was at my home on the night of the 
murder. I believed that I was telling 
the truth at the time.” 

Walter E. Ernst, with whom Mrs. 
Powell and her husband boarded when 
they first went to Camden, then was 
caNed to the witness chair. He said 
Mrs. Powell and her husband lived in 
the house for two months up to the time 
Powell was arrested for killing Brunen. 
Mrs. Powell remained at the house for 
three months after her husbanda’s arrest, 
he said. He testified that on the night 
Brunen was killed he met Powell in 
the hall of his house and sopke a few 
words to him. He said it was his belief 
that he saw Powell shortly after 7 
o'clock. Three or four nights after, he 
said, Powell asked him {if he didn't re- 
call talking to him at about 7:30 o'clock 





|on the evening of the murder and asked 


if he would make a statement to that 
effect. 


Witness Tolls of Beeing Car. 


Albert Fletcher of Beverly then was 
called to the witness stand. He said 
he started from his home with his wife 
and son in his car on the evening of 
the murder, and that when he reached 
the railroad crossing in Riversida a 
short distance from the Brunen home he 
stopped the car and noticed that the time 
was 7:15. 

He had to walt for a train to pass, 
he sald, and as he was driving past the 
Brunen home he heard a shot. He said 
his son exclaimed, ‘‘ Pop, you've blew a 
tire’’ and he got out and inspected the 
machine, 

“7 didn’t think it was a _ blowout,” 
Fletcher continued, ‘‘ and, after finding 
that my tires were all right, continued 
on. It was raining and I could hardly 
see through the windshield. As we were 
passing Grier’s nursery, a little south of 
the Cambridge station, a Ford coupé 
passed us at a terrific rate.’’ 

Ruth May Haines, a schoolgirl, who 
lives in Riverside Park, near the Cam- 
bridge station, told the jury that on the 
night before the murder she saw Mohr 
and another man in Mohr’s car as it 
passed her bome. 


Sheets Takes Stand. 


The next witness called by the prosecu- 
tion was Fred Sheets, who boarded with 
Mrs. Barbara Walker in a house about 
150 feet from the Brunen home. Sheets 
said that on tke evening of the murder, 
when he was alone in the house, Mra. 


Brunen rushed in and called, ‘‘ Barbara! 
Barbara!’’ for Mrs. Walker. Mra. 
Walker was not at home, he told her, 
and then Mrs. Brunen asked him to 
hurry over to ber home with her, as 
‘* John had been shot.’ 

Sheets said he knew Brunen and told 
Mrs. Brunen he didn't want to go over 
there. Mrs, Brunen Insisted that he 
accompany her back to the house, he 
said, but before he consented she fell 
on the floor and said that she was suf- 
fering from a heart attack. ‘‘I gave 
her a little drink of wine,’’ Sheets 
added. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Stecker, who lived 
next door to the Brunen home, testified 
that she was hanging out clothes on the 
rear porch of her home on the evening 
of Ma 10, when she heard a shot. 


Quotes Restaurant Conversation. 


Lawrence Doyle, who admitted that 
he had served a term in prison for 
forgery and who explained that he waa 
connected with ‘‘ Honest John’s” 
Mighty Doris-Colonel Ferrara Circus, 


told of overhearin @ conversation 
between Mohr and Powell in a restau- 
rant in Pottstown, Pa., in May, 1921. 
Mohr and Powell were seated about 
10 fe&t from him, he sald, and he heard 
Mohr say to Powell: ‘‘I can’t do it, 
myself.’’ | 

“* Mohr said to Powell: ‘Don’t make | 
too much noise—somebody might hear 
us!’ ’’ continued the witness.

‘* Brunen and Mohr had a quarrel. Mohr 
was standing outside of my tent on the 
Midway when Brunen spled him and 
came up to him. ‘I own this show,’

the lot, I'll kick you off,’ Brunen ada- 
ed,”” Doyle said Mohr started to leave 
she grounds and as he walked down the 
Midway he shouted back: “ All ht, 
I'll ge this show sooner or later,’

Tho Louisiana Governor said he re- 
ferred to the subject of prohibition be- 
cause of the intention of President Hard- 
ing to chll the Governors in conference 
next month, “‘ regarding the matter of 
prohibition enforcement.’’ Declaring that 
pronibition was almost a farce, he said 
it was infinitely better to abolish the 
galoon, permit light wines and beers to 
be sold and have the Government regu- 
fate the manufacture and distribution of 
Yquor, with penitentiary sentences for 
those who defied clear and explicit liquor 
Jaws. 

Both the prohibition question and the 
Ku Klux Klan, Mr. Parker said, were 
Black clouds threatening law and order. 
The Klan, he continued, was spreading 
ever the United States, and, working 
under mask and cowl, was rising su- 
Preme to law and order.

Dr. McDougall has appointed Dr. 
Gardner Murphy, a lecturér in psychol- 
ogy at Columbia and Harvard, as his 
alternate when he is unable to witness 
tests. Houdini, whose presencé is an- 
nounced as a guarantee that none of 
the tricks of his trade will be practiced 
on the committee, has chosen Servias 
Le Roy and Eugene Powell as alter- 
nates, 

‘* Our committee is to investigate phe- 
nomena primafily, and mediums only 
as this becomes necessary, secondarily,”’ 
says the Scientific American’s announce- 
ment. ‘‘ The committee is not going to 
be blind to fraud, should fraud be at- 
tempted, but it ie not going to regarc 
its mediums as potential cheats. * * * 
Hia good faith in all cases is to be 
assumed."’ 

At the same time, the magazine points 
out, mediums must recognize that the 
contest has thé same nature as the test 
of a new carburetor, which would be 
of no value unless a search was made 
for hidden tanks and pipes. ‘‘ We can- 
not report that the seancé seemed a 
success, but the medium would not per- 
mit an examination of the possibilities 
of fraud,’’ says the statement. 

In laying down the conditions sur- 
rounding the seances, the magazine de- 
fines a psychic phenomenon as follows: 
“The accumulated experience of the 
race enables us to say, under given 
conditions and through the operation of 
known agencies, what may and what 
may not be expected. A psychic phe- 
nomenon, then, is something which may 
not in this way be expected; some- 
thing which, if it oc¢urs, forces us to 
make new and. special hypotheses; 
something which can be accounted for 
on no basis of accepted  asclentific 
theory.’’ 

Latitude for Photographs. 


Regarding the psychic photograph 
test the magazine says: 

‘The committees does not wish to em- 
barrass any medium and will lay down 
no rules covering the manner of produc- 
ing thése photographs. Plates may bé 
exposed or mérely ‘' controlled,’”’ and in 
any way which does not prevent ade- 
quate observation by the committee. As 
a mattér of principle, the committee will 
be altogether averse to having plates 
taken out of its possession Sg ‘control’ 
or other purposes, We will not, bow- 
ever, state categorically that no condi- 
tion could -be devised under which this 
would .be. permitted.” 

It is announced that. all apparatus 
and materials used by the mediums fn 
this test will bo suppHed by the com- 
mittee, to forestall any charge of sub- 
stitution. ‘‘ At any time or any place,”’ 
the magazine goes on, ‘‘ where he is 
working with the committee’s mate- 
rials, the medium's poseession of ma- 
terial or apparatus other than that so 
supplied will be prima facie evidence 
of raud and will result in disqualifica- 
tion.’ 

It is specified that a psychic photo- 
graph must distinctly represent the hu- 
man form or face bo avoid borderline 
cases where a mark might be pictorial 
or a streak or blur, due to manipula- 
tion, 

Tests Always Available. 


Regarding the second test, the an- 
nouncement says: ‘‘ We have satisfied 
ourselves that for practically all psychic 
phenomena now in vogue there exists 
or may be devised ingtrumental testa. 


If the graph says the table was off the 
floor; if the galvanometer records the 
presence of something where the ‘ spirit ' 
was seen then we know that something 
has happened, and that the phe- 
nomena were not mere hallucinationa. 
If at the same time the medium is 
shown instrumentally to have been 
where the phenomena were not, the 
question of his active interference ia 
largely settled, The psychic investiga- 
tor should never rely on the evidence 
of eye and ear and touch.” 

Mental phenomena, such as communi- 
eations by voice, writing and other 
means “ MS ow 3 eannot be objectively 
distinguishe rom the game means as 
normally employed by the medium in 
his own conscious personality,’’ are ex- 
cluded, The committee announces that 
it ‘‘ wil] be very reluctant to sit In ab- 
solute darkness unless assured of ade- 

uate observation by other means than 
the visual.’’ 

Tt also says that it will ‘' divide fraud 
into two categories: That carried out 
with arms, legs, &c., and without ald of 
external apparatus, will carry no penal- 
ty save a greater rigor of observation in 
subsequent séances. That cayried out 
with the aid of any object brought into 
the séance room, however, is necessarily 
premeditated, and when detected will re- 
sult in disqualification. The medium wil} 
be subjected to a competent search be- 
fore or after the séances.”’ 

The announcement says that {t is not 
hecessary that a medium aatiafy the 
judges as to the cause of his phenom- 
ena, provided he convinces them the 
cause is not a normal one.

ROME, Dec. 14 (Associated Press).— 
The public investiture by Pope Pius of 
six of the eight new Cardinals took 
Place in St. Peter’s this morning, when 
at the first public. Consistory of his 
Pontificate the recently elevated Princes 
of the Church recéived from the Pontiff 
the red hat and the rochet, insignia of 
their elevation. 

Cardinals Locatelli and Casanova 
were absent, the former being in*Lisbon 
and the latter tn Toledo, Spain. They 
will be invested by the heads of their 
respective States. 

The Consistory was the first held for 
many years in the Hall of Beatifica- 
tions, which has been closed during the 
restoration of the ceiling. This work 
was completed several months ago. 

From almost the break of day carriages 
and motor cars streamed along the road 
leading from the centre of the city to 
the ancient Borge, where stan? the 
apostolic palaces. In the throng that 
hastened thus to St. Peter’s were men 
in formal attire, women in black dresses 
and lace mantillas," papal diplomats, 
members of the Roman aristocracy, 
monks and nuns. ? 


Stately Procession Held. 


When the Pontiff entered, borne from 
his private apartments in the Vatican 
in the sedia gestatoria, he was received 
by the strains of the beautiful “Tu es 
Petrus.” Pius XI., wearing a red cape 
and mitre over his white vestments, was 
accompanied by his entire court. Two 
chamberlains, one on each side, held 
aloft the fan-shaped ostrich ‘feathers of 
the flabella. 

Behind the papal chair came all the 
chief functionaries of the Vatican, as 
well as the Cardinals and other prelates, 
resident or visiting in Rome, attired’ in 
their robes of office. The new members 
of the Sacred College were led by the 
Cardinal Dean, Vannutelli, strong and 
erect, notwithstanding his 86 yearge 

In the procession also were the heredi- 
tary officers of the Papal court, Prince 
Colonna and Prince Orsini, assistants to 
the pontifical throne. 

As the Pope took his seat beneath @ 
canopy of violet silk and gold, behind 
which were hung priceless tapestries, the 
Cardinals opened the Consistory by kiss- 
ing his hand. The new Cardinals, each 
escorted by two Cardinal Deacons, were 
then led into the Papal presence. Bow- 
ing low, they knelt on the lowest step 
of the throne and kissed the Pontiff’s 
foot, hand and cheek, retiring to a bench 
at the left of the dais. 


Hat and Cappa Magna Conferred. 


Then, as they resumed their’ kneeling 
posture before the Pope, the masters 
of ceremonies drew over the shoulders 
of each the cappa magna, the scarlet 
silk coat of a Cardinal, and the Pon- 
tiff, holding the red hat over their 
heads for a few moments, repeated the 
words of presentation. 

After the Papal benediction, the color- 
ful procession reformed, the Pope 
returning in his chair to his apartments 
as the Te Deum sounded from the Sis- 
tine Chapel. ~ 

The newly-appointed Cardinal Tosi, 
Archbishop of Milan, today presented to 
Pope Pius in behalf of the members of 
the Milan Archdiocese a solid gold tiara 
set with jewels. The tiara, which is 
described as an artistic masterpiece, 


has an estimated value of 2,000,000 lire. 

Formal announcement is made of the 
appointment of Archbishop Pietro Fue 
masoni-Biondi as Apostolic Delegate in 
Washington to succeed Mgr. Giovanni 
Bonzano, who has been raised to the

AGENCY OPPOSED 


‘Several Managers Criticise Plan 


for an Office to Wipe Out 
Speculators. 


FINAL ACTION IS DEFERRED 


Opponents Say Brokers Could Still 
Carry On Business Under 
New Method. 


A Broadway site is being sought by 
the Producing Managers’ Association for 
their central theatre ticket agency, and 
it was reliably reported yesterday that 
the office would be located on the west 
side of Broadway, not far from the 
Strand Theatre. One manager, who re- 
fused to be quoted, said that the organ- 
ization was prepared to pay $100,000 
@ year rent for the right location. 

In the meantime, opposition to the 
central office plan, in accordance with 
which all theatre tickets would be sold 


through a single office, with the conse- 
quent elimination of the agencies, de- 
veloped yesterday in several quarters. 
As had been expected, the ticket brokers 
and theatre box-office men criticised the 
lan, but unexpected opposition was 
ound in the ranks of the managers 
themselves. 

Several well-known managers, none of 
whom was willing to be quoted by namp, 
came out against thé plan, although the 
Producing Managers’ Association de- 
clared that the plan had been passed 
with only two dissenting votes. It was 
said that the managers had not yet 
definitely committed themselves to the 
plan, but that they had referred it back 
to the committee for the working out of 
details, after which definite action would 
be taken. 

Most of the criticism that was leveled 
at the plan yesterday was concerned 
with the fact that a certain amount of 
speculation could continue to exist under 
the new régime, Tickets could be bought 
in advance at the central office. and 
then sold as usual to last-minute pur- 
chasers, The fact that the regular 
agencies would be out of business, it 
was held, would make it easier for 
illegal speculators to operate. 

Other objections were found on prac- 
tical grounds. The difficulty of hand- 
ling thousands of people in a _ single 
office was cited, and the absence of the 
touch was deplored. Many of 
the agencies, it was said, have built up 
charge accounts that are carried for 
long terms, and it was declared that 
these customers would give up the 
theatre rather than patronize an agency 
operated by Joseph Leblang, who has 
long been associated with the cut-rate 
ticket business. 

“Tt is not worrying me,’’ said one 
well-known ticket broker. ‘‘In fact, I 
wish they would go ahead and try It, 
and then stop talking. They would soon 
find themselves with cut-rate audiences 
in all their theatres, and a consequent

Contributions to the neediest cases are 
gifts to the community because the 
preservation of good homes makes good 
citizens. Many households of the right 
kind are being saved which certainly 
would be wrecked, except for gifts for 
ithe neediest cases. The ‘mother would 
shorten her life or break down through 
overwork and the family would have to 
be broken up. Deprived of good home 
training and atmosphere many children 
would run wild, while younger ones 
would be placed sin institutions where 
they would begin life handicapped. 

‘To the widowed mother,”’ said Bailey 
B. Burritt, General Director of the 
A. I. C. P., ‘‘ no sacrifice ig®too great, 
no suffering too severe, if she can only 
keep her children with her. She is 
ready to go to work at some disagree- 
able task in shop or factory, untrained 
though she may be, and to work far 
into the night in her own home to keep 
that home as a refuge for the children 
she loves dearer than life itself. 

‘Tearing families apart is like ripping 
through living tissue. Chief among the 
most destructive forces which destroy 
this fundamental factor in civilization 
are fllness, accident, unemployment, 
death and widowhood. They seem to 
wait just around -the corner, ready to 
drag down the families of the tenement 
poor. They do not necessarily disrupt 
more fortunate families when similar 
misfortune befalls them, pee the 
lives of the individuals composing them, 
because these have resources which seem 
to anchor them securely. 

‘But the poor have no such anchor- 
age—they easily drift toward destruc- 
tion, driven by their poverty. The well- 
to-do under such circumstances may be 
compelled to live in a more modest 
home, but the gor often have no home 
at all when disaster overtakes them, 
and it is the homeless man and the 
homeless woman and, most of all, the

Dangers of Disease. 


Disease is the cause of 80 per cent. of 
the poverty with which they deal, ac- 
cording to the reports of the charitable 
organizations. Tuberculosis is alone re- 
sponsible for 40 per cent of it. Unem- 
ployment plays a small part. Labor 
troubles produce a fraction of it. Drink 
and shiftlessness are factors. 
last three causes have nothing to do 
with the neediest cases, Contributions 
do not maintain any one“in idleness who 
is able to work. In a few cases the 
father is living, but an invalid. 

Most cases‘ are those of widows and 
children. The children are taught to be 
industrious, are trained to take well- 
paying occupations at the earliest age, 
are helped to find ‘positions and are 
stimulated to forge ahead. In the ad- 
ministration of contributions for the 
neediest cases, the great emphasts is 
laid on future-making. This is well il- 
lustrated in the following case, among 
many others:

Farm Credits Advocates Plan a New 
Move to Set Aside the Pend- 
ing Measure.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—When the 
Senate resumed consideration of the Ship 
Subsidy bill today, Senator Brookhart of 
Iowa, who has lined up with the Farm 
Bloc as one of its ieaders, proposed’ an 
| amendment to make producers as well as 
| ship owners beneficiaries of the revol- 
ving fund established the bill. The 
amendment, which is understood to be 
acceptable to numerous Senators from 
agricultural States, reads: 

“The Secretary of the Treasury {fs 
further authorized and directed to pay 
out of the moneys in the revolving fund 
to the producing consignor. or any co- 
operative association of producers ‘of any 
export tonnage shipped to any Amer- 
ican port for transportation: on any 
vessel receiving compensation under this 
act, whether such shipment is made by 
rail or water or joint rail and water, to 
such port of export, a compensation 
equal to 10 per cent. of the transporta- 
tion charges from the point of origin to 
such port of export; and for such pur- 
pose the board is hereby authorized to 
gather and collect the necessary data 
covering such shipments from said point 
of origin to such point of export, deter- 
mine the expense of such transportation, 
and properly certify the same ‘to the 
Secretary of the Treasury for payment 
as herein provided.”’ 

Little progress has been made so far 
by the Administration Senators in push- 
ing forward the Subsidy bill. No vote on 
any amendment has been reached, and 
it is not expected that the first commit- 


tee amendment will be acted upon be- 


fore some time next week, if at - 
fore Christmas. 3 ~e 


Senator Fletcher, 
speech in opposition t 
day, finished it late this afternoon, talk- 
ing much of the time to an audience of 
only four or five Senators. At one time 
Senator Jones, in charge of the bill, was 
the only Republican in the chamber. 
Mr. Fletcher said not one shipping man 
had appeared before the Committee on 
Commerce and iestified that he was 
losing money. As a matter of fact, he 
declared, American shipping had pros- 
pered greatly since 1914. 

““We all want an American merchant 
marine,’”’ said the Senator, ‘‘ but I, for 
one, don’t believe that we can get it by 
passing such a law as this. I am con- 
vineed that a subsidy will retard instead 
of hastening the creation of a perma- 
nent American merchant marine." 

The enactment of the bill, Senator 
Fletcher asserted, would place Amer- 
ican shipping in the contrul of a few 
companies, would help two or three 
great ports and work en injury to a 
great many less important ports, and 
would give to the Shipping Board a 
power of ‘‘ almost life and death” over 
ports, steamship routes and ship owners 
and operators.

QUEBEC TO HOLD 
DOG-SLED DERBY 


\International Event for Gold 
Cup Being Arranged for 
February. 


The PBastern International Dog-Sled 
Derby Cup has been offered for an in- 
ternational dog-sled race to be held in 
the vicinity of the City of Quebec next 
February, the dates selected being Feb. 
22, 23 and 24. The trophy is a gold cup 
and is presented by W. R. Brown of 
Berlin, N. H., the leading breeder of 
Arabian horses in the United States. 
Mr. Brown was one of the founders and 
sponsors of the 300-mile endurance race 
for horses and has been one of the lead- 
ing contestants and winners in that 
sporting event. For many years his 
Arabs have been ribbon winners at the 
National Horse Show. 


Mr. brown, who is associated with the 
Brown Corporation, is one of a number 
of sportsmen, together with several 
large paper and lumber companies of 
the North, who are sponsoring the race, 
the object’ of which is to stimulate Win- 
ter sports in the northeast and to im- 
prove the quality of the useful sled dog. 
Among the sponsors, most of whom will 
enter teams, are the following: Price 
Brothers, Laurentide Company, Gulf 
Pulp and Paper Company, St. Regis 
Paper Company, Power Lumber Com- 
pany, Brown Corporation, Holt, Ren- 
frew & Co., Vesey Boswell, Lieut. Col. 
B. A. Scott and William M. Dobell. 

The race will be open to any individual 
or association of individuals in_ the 
United States or Canada and will be 
run with teams of any kind or breed of 
dogs, no more than seven dogs to the 
team, and with any equipment desired 
by the owners. The total distance to be 
covered will be fifty miles a day for 
three days, or a total of 150 miles, start- 
ing from and returning each day to the 
City of Quebec. 

In addition to the gold cup, which 
must be won three times to become the 
property of the owner of the winning} 
team, there will be five substantial cash 
prizes. The winner will receive $1,000 
and a silver cup, the other prizes being 
divided as follows: Second, $400; third, 
$300; fourth, $200; fifth, $100. 

This race Is an outgrowth of that held 
last Winter in the vicinity of Berlin, 
N. H., which aroused much interest | 
throughout the United States and Can- | 
ada. Arthur T. Walden of Woralancet, 
N. H., who won the cup last year, to-| 
gether with Edward P. Clarke, an em- 
jloyé of Revillon Fréres of West Mi- 
lan, N. H., will enter teams to defend 
the present United States title to the 
cup. 

Scoring will be on the basis of time 
only, the team making the fastest time 
for the 150 miles winning first prize. | 
All dogs must finish in the team or!

Pacific Mills Contemplate a 
100 Per Cent. Increase 
to $20,000,000. 


3,333 PER CENT. BY ONE:-FIRM 


Many and Varled New England In- 
dustries Join Move to Increase 
Capitalization. 


BOSTON, Dec. 14.—Stock dividend 
declarations by textile mills continued 
today. A new high water mark in these 
increases of capitalization from which 
the distribution is made, was set by the 
Davis & Brown Woolen: Company of 
Uxbridge, a relatively small concern, 
which expanded its capital stock from 
$15,000 to $500,000 to make possible a 
dividend of 3,383 per cent. 

The most important action to date 
probably was that of a 100 per cent. in- 
crease recommended by the directors of 
the Pacific Mills, making cotton and 
worsted cloths, which would playe the 
capital stock at $20,000,000 instehd of 
$10,000,000, the increase to be paid to 
stockholders as a stock dividend.

FINANCIAL MARKET 


Stocks and Bonds Both Irreg- 
ular — Foreign Exchange 
Continues Strong. 


Yesterday's irregular movement of 
both stock and bond markets conformed 
on the wh8le to the familiar precedent 
for just this time of year; nevertheless 
the drift of prices in both markets, so 
far as it indicated anything, pointed to 
underlying firmness/ Probably the 
course of foreign exchange was awaited 
with more interest and curiosity even 
than that of securities; the question. 
having apparently arisen in many minds 
whether Wednesday's abrupt reaction 
might not have meant the breakdown 
of an overdone speculation. There were 
no visible signs to that effect yesterday; 
for sterling recovered 25 cents from 
Wednesday's final rate and closed at a 
net advance of 1 cent. Furthermore, the 
continental exchange rates rose again, 
Paris in particular reaching consider- 
ably the highest price of the month. 

In the weekly statement of the Fed- 
eral Reserve there were several points of 
seasonable interest. Rediscounts of the 
system, which in the preceding fortnight 
had increased $90,700,000, decreased $45,- 
100,000 during the past week; apparently 
showing that, whatever was the cause 
for previous rather unusual expansion, 
it has ceased to operate. Increase of 
$15,300,000 in the gold reserve suggests 
that part of the $27,100,000 decrease of 
the preceding week was caused by gold 
in transit. Another particularly inter- 
esting showing yesterday was the Bank 
of France report of 313,900,000 francs re- 
duction for the week in the paper cur- 
rency; canceling most of the 593,000,000 
expansion of the preceding fortnight and 
resulting from 800,000,000 repayment of 
its bank debt by the State. This is do- 
ing better than the Paris financial cor- 
respondents had predicted for December. 

The upward movement in agricultural 
products continued yesterday, wheat go- 
ing a cent a bushel above the previous 
high price and corn gaining 2% cents 
over the season's best record to date. 
At yesterday’s highest figures these two 
farm staples stood respectively 27% per 
cent. and 31 per cent. above the <Au- 
tumn’s earlier low prices and 174 and 
661-3 per cent. above the prices of ex- 
actly a year ago. Even oats sold yes- 
terday 40 per cent. above the lowest of 
September.

WILLARD DEFENDS 
ESCH-CUMMINS LAW 


President of B. & O., at Adver- 
tising Club Begs Congress 
to Keep Hands Off. 


HE PREDICTS LOWER RATES 


Belleves Business Improvement and 
Greater Efficiency Will Make 
Reduction Possible. 


To keep the Esch-Cummins Transpor- 
tation law intact would be the best 
policy for the Government to pursue 
with respect to the railroads, according 
to Danie) Willard, President of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, who spoke 
yesterday at a luncheon of the Adver- 
tising Club, 47 East Twenty-fifth Street. 

Although the roads are not yet earn- 
ing what Mr. Willard considers a fair 
return on the value of their’ property, 
he is confident that a gradual reduc- 
tion of freight rates may be looked for, 
providing the Federal rail law in its 
present form gets a fair and sympa 
thetic trial. He added that the rail 
roads were entering their most crucial 
epoch. 

** Personally,’’ he said, ‘‘ I believe that 
it would be a serious mistake from all 
points of view for Congress to attempt 
any amendment of the act at the present 
time, not because I consider it perfect 
in its present condition—because I do 
not—but I repeat that I do think upon 
the whole it provides the best acheme 
of regulation so far developed, and it 
has not yet had sufficient trial to 
enable us to determine definitely where- 
in and to what extent the act has failed, 


if at all,’’ 

Mr. Willard referred to Secretary 
Hoover's recent statement that the 
country must have increased transpor- 
tation, and continued: 

“To obtain new and increased trans- 
portation facilities means, of course, 
the use of new capital for that pur- 
pose. Capital, however, can only be 
obtained by the railroads through vol- 
untary investment in their securities by 
the public, and the public is not likely 
to look with favor upon ralilroad secur- 
ities unless they believe that money so 
invested will be as safe and yield as 
good a return as could be obtained in 
any other direction.”’ 

The speaker said that despite the 
rate increases allowed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the railroads in 
1921 earned iess than 8.4 per cent. on 
the value of their property as fixed by 
the commission, and that this year the 
railroads would not, as a whole, earn 
more than 4 per cent. He sald this was 
not likely to stimulate public 
investment. 

“It is a matter of general knowledge 
that the farmer has perhaps suffered 
more severely during and because of 
the readjustment following the war 
than any other class or group in this 
country, and it is naturel for him to 
feel that the rates which he is required 
to pay for having his wheat shipped out 
to market and also for the things he 
has shipped in are too high, and to hold 
such rates and charges in large measure 
responsible for his difficulties. 

‘“*A careful study of the rate struc- 
ture, however, will very quickly And, 
I think, clearly, disclose that the rates 
on agricultural products today are upon 
the whole the lowest In the country, 
and are well below the average rates 
which the railroads receive for trans- 
porting commodities of other kinds, and 
are possible only becfluse of the fact 
that the rates on other commoditieg 
are enough higher to bring the average 
up where it is. 

Although from the existing basis of 
rates the returns of the carriers as pub- 
lished month by month are shown to be 
much less than the standard of a fair 
return as fixed by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, I believe that rates 
as a whole will gradual); pe reduced 
and that the.net earnings of the rail- 
roads as a whole will gradually increase, 
provided the transportation act is left 
as it is. My belief that rates will 
gradually come down is based upon a 
concurrent belief that business will 
gradually get back to a more stable 
and normal basis as regards volume. I 
belleve that the railroads will be able 
to improve their efficiency of o eration, 
and in that way gradually reduce the 
cost of transportation.” 

Of the President’s suggestion in his 
message to Congress for the general 
typed of railway equipment, Mr. Wil- 
ard said: 

Personally I do not believe that the 
pooling of the freight equipment of the 
American railroads, as proposed, would 
résult in any substantial economy.”’ 

Mr. Willard closed with a tribute to 
the work of the Labor Board.

“What Ameriva needs today as it 
faces the problems that confront us is 
unity of action, that loyal, united en- 
deavor that carries on to victory,”’ said 
Thomas O. Marvin, Chairman of the 
United States Tariff Commission in an 
address before the National Council of 
American Importers and Traders yester- 
day at the Hotel Astor. He appealed 
to all American business men to co- 
operate with the Commission in the ap- 
plication of the tariff provisions to save 
the country from the distress of poverty 
and unemployment. 

“The condition of the world cannot be 
improved by dragging the United States 
down,”’ declared Mr, Marvin. ‘* Poverty 
and unemployment here will Increase 
the burden of distress and involve the 
world in universal calamity. If Amer- 
ica is not prosperous it will be helpless 
to aid others. Foreign goods cannot be 
imported unless a market here can be 
found for them. An unemployed Amer- 
ica cannot provide a market whether 
for domestic or imported goods. 

‘“‘Therefore, let us, as Americans, 
proud of our heritage and confident of 
our future, in a spirit of fair play and 
earnest co-operation, seok that equita- 
ble adjustment of domestic and foreign 
trade that peace may be our portion and 
that prosperity ee; 4 abound, working 
together for the welfare of our country, 
and, through our strength, for the wel- 
fare of mankind.
